The time is:dose at hand'for the labor ;uicl industrial con- 


fereiiee'to beheld in Washington in response to a call issued 
by President Wilson not long agp,,October 6 being the date. 
The delegates to (he confcfenc^jvill represent employers, 
efnployes and the general public,"-aiid'each 'delegation will be 
composed rof men who should be able'to'devise some means 
for- insuring-industrial peace,'one 6f Hie most pressing nc'eds 
of the country at,the present time.. The delegates represent- 
ing th'e public'were appointed by President Wilson, and among 
tHeiri are Some of the ablest men in the country. 


It is said that. Secretary Wilson, to whom'the President lelt 


the arrangement of, the details of the confefencc, may submit 
a proposal for. arbitration boards to act in dilTcrcnl districts, a 
plan 'which He'is'understood'to strongly favor. The plan that 
hd-lwslht'miifd would restrain'employers from paying higher 
wages -.than -those-designated in -awards by. the arbitration 
boards, and he. feels (hat this would be a powerful influence 
against strikes, although IlieVe is nothing in the.plamto prevent 
'strikes. The arbitration boards would in.a certain sense take 
the place of the War Labor Board, which was recently dis- 
solved.

one side or the olhcr arbitration becomes a farce and a failure 
and the situation remains as bad as before. There have been 
cases in which the decisions of arbitration boards have not 
been respected as they should, have been.

decides (hat arbitration is the remedy for existing evils in Ihc 
field of industry both sides sh6uld stand ready lo abide by all 
awards, and proper penalties should.be prpvided for failure 
lo do this.
